One feature of the exhibit Is two

small bouse of great beauty.

The bed and furniture are 
of carved bamboo. T be bed consists of 
an nuterooiu. with tables, chairs and 
tea stands, and in an inner room, which 
is the sleeping apartm ent, there is a 
couch with coverings of gauzy silks.

S enator Fairbanks, yet owing to his 
own reserved attitude there is much 
speculation as to what will be done. 
The interest Is naturally heightened 
in Indiana because the nomination ol 
S enator F airbanks for vice president 
would result in a very hard fight for 
his present position.
